achusetts) . 
Harlowe was only twen- 


ty-two years of age—was a tall, slim, 
dark-haired, blue-eyed young man— 
had

his death, after four years' cam- 
paign. 
He was in the seven days' 


fight before Richmond, in second

officer of the regiment wilJ bear that 
testimony. 
Though so young, and 


in a common rank, he had a spirit 
as resolute and brave as any hero in 
the books, ancient or modern.

was such that it was not possible to 
obtain direct testimony to fix upon the 
particular brigand who slaughtered 
either of the victims. Moreno got 
off with "imprisonment for life," on 
» finding by the jury of "guilty of 
murder in the second degree." Af- 
terwards Tiburcio Vasqnez, the fig- 
ure-head at that time of the Mexican 
bandits, was captured, arid at his 
trial the whole affair was still further 
investigated and very thoroughly 
rentilated. It was impossible, as in 
Moreno's case, to prove by positive 
testimony thut Vasquez personally 
tilled the man the indictment against 
him charged him with killing; but 
it was proven to the satisfaction of 
the jury and Judge that members of 
the party did the infernal deed. 
Judge Belden instructed the jury 
that the law to guide them was, that 
if they found that human lives had 
been 
taken 
in 
the prosecution 


of 
the 
unlawful 
act 
of which 


the defendant Vasquez was con- 
fessedly guilty, both himself and 
each member of the party of which 
he was the ostensible leader were 
morally alike responsible—all equally 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 
He also particularly impressed upon 
the inin Is of the jury that even if 
they found, as Vasque-claimed.that 
he cautioned his men in advance 
against the taking of life in carrying 
out their unlawful attempt, that that 
fact could net relieve him or any 
member of the baud from the guilt 
of murder in the first degree. Upon 
this instruction and with the facts 
before them, the jury found the man 
guilty of murder in the first degree, 
and affixed the death penalty. He 
himself admitted the justice of this 
law, and made no effort to evade the 
result, except to allow his counsel to 
do what their ability could .suggest 
to arrest, the doom. He was very 
properly sentenced to be hanged by 
the neck until he was dead, and the 
sentence was religiously carried into 
effect. 
Now, should his confederate 


Moreno be ordered turned loose, San 
Benito pnople will be very apt to 
await his liberation with a fresh war- 
mat. The people of that portion 
of the country have no sympathy 
whatever with the man. The lives 
token were those of men who made 
no resistance to the robbers' orders, 
and gave them no possible excuse 
for the crime. Unless Mr. Moreno 
is contritions and iinxions to expiate 
his offence on the scaffold, he would 
better request his friends not to ask 
executive clemency in his behalf.

HON. THOMAS N. WAND 


Was then loudly called for, and in 
response said he did not come th.re 
to speak, but merely to lend his 
presence and countenance to the 
movement.

but there it stood, and no power or 
body but Congress conld overcome 
it. Ke foresaw then that something 
woulu have to be done to prevent 
the Asiatic hordes overrunning and 
devastating onr fair land. The peo- 
ple of the East did not then under- 
stand the danger, and could not be 
made to understand it. They fought 
a great war against slavery, but left 
a system of more abject slavery ex- 
isting here.
